CHAFING DISH SUPPERS. 

A chafing dish is generally used for 
tnformal occasions, and nothing is 
more condncive to the 
general pleasure than 
something, for several to 
do to assist in the pre- 
paration of the meal. 
For Sunday night sup- 
pers where' there., is a 
guest or two the enjoy- 
ment will be double if 
(hey take part in getting things ready. 
This is also a time to let the man of 
ihc^ house use his ingennit^ 'as well 
as the children, everybody loves to 
watch a meal in preparation especially 
if all the appointments ore pleaittng. 

For the server at the chafing dish 
table the chair should be high, so 
that all the stirring and seasoning may 
be done with ease. The chafing dish 
shotdd set npo£^ a metal tray, the lamp 
carefully filled, all utensils needed 
near at hand. Pure alcohol should be 
used In the lamp, as an inferior one 
gums and spoils the lamp. One of the 
essentials In all work, especially In 
table preparation, is noiseless work, 
.so the wooden spoons are better to 
use than metal ones. The carved sil- 
ver affairs may be used for serving. 

With the spoons as utensils for 
preparations should Ue small recepta- 
cles of salt, pepper, celery salt and 
paprika.. If onion is nsed it should 
be finely minced and placed in a small, 
attractive dish. All ingredients should 
be prepared beforehand, and placed in 
pretty receptacles within^v^sy reach. 
A wheel tray is a most convenient as- 
sistant, saving many steps, the soiled 
dishes may be quickly gathered and re- 
moved and all the supplies k^t oh it 
if wished. Dainty finger rolls or sand- 
wiches are the ii.sual accompaniment 
to nuy dishe>s served from the chafing 
dish, these are. prepared beforehand. 
A saind fs another well-liked, dish. 
This may be either sweet or more sub- 
stantial, depending upon the other 
dishes seryed. •

MORE HONEY DISHES.

Here are a few ipore ways of nsing 
honey in varioiui dishes: 

Honey Jumbles. 
— ^Take two cnp- 
fuls of honey, one 
cupful of butter, 
four beaten eggs, 
one cupful of but- 
termilk, a quart of 
flour, and a tea- 
spoonful of soda. 
If it seems too thin, 
sthf in more flour. Eggs, butter and 
honey should be thoroughly mixed be- 
fore adding the flour. 

Coffee Cake^ — Cream a cupful of 
butter; ad^ one and a half cupful s of 
sugar, tvvo baatPH eggs, a cupful of 
cold coffee, a half cupful ot honey and 
a teaspoonful of soda, one teaspoonfol 
each of cinnamcm and cloves, four cup- 
fuls of flour, with as many raisins and 
currants as desired. Let Stand 20 
minutes before baking. 

Cambridoe Gingerbread. — ^Melt half 
a cupfiU of butter, in a half cupful of 
boiling water; add a cupful of honey, 
one beaten egg, three teaspoonfuls of 
bakipg powder, a half teaspoonful of 
salt, one ^paspqi^pful of clnHamou, a 
lialf teaspoonful of cloves and a tea- 
;;p/)o^f^ of Sjinger and three cupfuls 
.(ft Awr- i^^e 40 nj^T^es |p a mod- 
erate oven. 

Cracker Jack. — One cupful of honey 
with a cupful of brown sugar is boiled 
^^ogether until it hardens when 
dropped i^i:c "A/iter, JJemove from the 
heat arid stir in a halt f^easpoCMiful ^ 
soda. Add puffed rice or popcorn all 
that can be stirred into it. 

Horseradish and honey mixed to- 
gether make a most effective cough 
remedy. Use one part horseradish 
hIIu parts honey. 

Soft Hanty Cike,rrrTake a cnpfnl of 
butter, two cupfuls of ttoney, two eggs, 
one cupful of sour milk, a tea.spoonful 
and a half of soda, a teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon and ginger and fonr cup- 
fuls of flour.

This may take a 
little longer than the time required for 
the xmvy bean; then put Into a ket- 
tle with beef or hock bones and sim-

Baked Beans With Sour Cream. —

a fourth of a teaspoonful of soda. ! 
Drain, place in earthen baking dish 
witli salt, pepper and a little olive oil 
or butter. Turn over -the top a cup- 
t'ul of thick sour cream, cover and 
cook slowly four or five hours. Un- 
cover the last hour and add a half cup- 
ful of sugar or less if desired sweet- 
ened. 

Whole Wheat Ginger Bread.— Take 
a half «upful each of sugar and molas- 
ses, a cupful of sour milk, a tea.spoon- 
ful of, shortening, a fourth of a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a tablespoonfid of 
ginsjer, and two and a half cupfuls of 
whole-wheat flour. ?.Iix well and bake 
in a moderate oven.

BIG MONEY FROM PUREBREDS 



Interesting Comparison Made by Illi- 
nois Agricultural College on 
Dairy Profits. 

A comparison of the yearly incomes 

of 124 farms v.-here purebred bulls 
were kept at the head of tiie dairy 
herd, with 406 dairy farms where a 
grade bull was used, has been made by 
the nilnois Agricultural college. 

The averajre farm income for tlie 
first list of farms was $1,102 after de- 
ducting taxes, interest on investment, 
etc. Where a grade bull was used the 
farm incomtv was ^~M. On 8.^. farms 
v.iiere scrub bulls avcfo used the farm 
income was only $243, or only^ half 
enough tb pay interest on the invest? 
ment, to say nothing about any pay for 
the owner's time.

Skim, add the cress, strain, and return 
to a saucepat} and thicken with .tlie 
yolks of four eegs beaten with a cup- 
ful of thin cream. Pour very hot Into 
a tureen and serve with croutons. 

Curry of Chicken ^Melt two tahlc- 

spoodfuls of butter, add one teaspoon- 
ful of finely chopped onions and half a 
chopped apple. Fry tli»'m together, 
then add a tablespoonful of grated 
Qoconut, one quarter of a spoonful of 
English mustard, one tablesiioonful 
each of purry and flour. Mix all together 
and cook two minutes, then moisten 
witi» a CHPfui of ehiolven stock. When 
i>oilipg Hfld the meat of half a fowl 
torn in shreds and let simmer for ten 
niinut«'S, add three tablespoonfuls of 
cream and season with salt and pep- 
per. Serve with fresh boiled rice. 

Crispettes. — ^Beat two eggs and stir 
Into t.iem a cupful of wliile .and brown 
sugar mixed, add four tablespoonfuls 
of flonr, a pinch of salt and a teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla. Beat thoronirhly, add 
a cupful of walnuts chopped l\nt'>. Drop 
th« doURll \fS teiifipoonfuls into l)ut- 
tered imuis, allowing three inches for 
the cakes to spread. Serve with fruit 
for dessert or with afternoon tea. 
They should be baked until crisp and 
brown.
